We  have  confidence 
that  this  can  be  done.  It  will  take  tighter  organization,  better  planning,  and 
greater  involvement  of  both  the  subscribers  and  the  community  in  the  affairs 
of  KPFK. 

Lest  there  be  any  misunderstanding  —  we  are  not  proiecting  to  put  the 
station  on  "easy  street."  The  very  nature  of  our  operation  precludes  this. 
Undoubtedly,  we  will  be  faced  with  the  problem  of  deficit  financing  for  some 
time  to  come.  However,  what  we  do  say  is  that  we  can  eliminate  the  emergency 
state  of  our  financial  affairs  that  tends  to  exhaust  both  our  staff  and  our 
listeners.
